The power is- 
the same whether the finding of guilty 
as made upon the verdict of a jury 
after trial or upon a plea of "guilty' 
by the defendant before the court. In- 
this instance, the court, a* well as 
the attorneys in the case, fully under- 
stood that I was unalterably opposed 
to the defendant being released with- 
out some punishment of imprisonment, 
arid the utmost leniency which I was 
willing to extend WHS that provided 
for in the sentence on a plea of assault 
and battery. ns above stated. 1 have 
understood throughout that John Cox 
and his wife, the parents 
of 
little 


Irene Cox. who was killed, were to re- 
ceive $5,000.00 damages for the loss of 
their child, and $300.00 to cover funer- 
al expenses, anfl that this was to be 
paid providing Mrs. Tresselt was not 
compelled to serve any prison sen- 
tence. While I am more than pleased 
to know that the Coxes will receive 
this remuneration, it did not In any 
way influence my action in this case, 
nor can the fa« of such settlements, 
in the future, be used as any argument 
to secure leniency from the prosecu- 
tor's "fflce In the conduct of these 
cases. 


Uif* i» Too Sacred. 


"Human llfo Is too sncred and th-3 


chances of injury to children and oth- 
ers in the street from recklessness o£ 
automobile drivers is too Imminent, In 
my opinion, to allow any feeling to go 
out as the result of this case, that any 
leniency can be expected or will be 
extended in the prosecution of future 
cases that may arise.

More than one case of sleeplessness 


might be traced to a need for some 
slight nourishment, for If the stomach 
Is too empty circulation is Interfered 
with and blood that should be in the 
stoach and through the body gathers 
In the head, causing pronounced rest- 
lessness, even though the person af- 
flicted may not realize what makes in- 
somnia. 
A glass of cold milk beside the bed, 


where the liquid may be sipped if a 
person Is restless through the night, 
may also aid In bringing quiet to 
tired nerves. 
Special heed should be given to hav- 


l»g plenty of fresh air In the sleeping 
roora of a person who is Inclined to 
restlessness. 
By fresh air I do not 


mean pronounaed cold, for this saps 
vitality, and therefore IB to be avoid- 
ed, but stale air is a strain upon the 
nerves, for the lungs cann»t work as 
they should, and so the blood that 
feeds the tissues Is not 
sufficiently 


purified- 
A draught blowing dlrectlj 


over the bed Is not desirable, as 
might cause cold, but where there is 
danger of this a folding screen may be 
set up to break the direct draught. 


Indigestible food taken late at night 


Is apt to cause sleeplessness through 
Indigestion, though the sufferer may 
not be conscious that.what was eaten 
is not being assimilated. Indigestion is 
not always accompanied by acute pain, 
but if food remains in the 
stomach 


without going through the process of 
digestion, It Is likely that the In- 
dividual will either not sleep or that 
restlessness will follow.

The constitution of 177ff' contained 


many liberal provisions. 
Before its 


adoption only freeholders were allowed 
to vote. This caused much complaint, 
especially from soldiers who fought in 
the revolutionary war. and when the 
conx-entlon met to draft the constltu- ; 
tion the following provision was made: ; 


"That all inhabitants of this colony 


of full age who were worth £50 proc- 
lamation money, clear estate In the 
same, who have resided in the county j 
In which they claim a vote for twelve 
months 
Immediately preceding the! 


election, shall be entitled to vote for] 
representatives in council and assem- J 
bly and also for all other public officers 
that shall be elected by the people of 
the colony at large." 


Under tills proi'ision all Inhabitants'; 


of the state, men and women, whites 
anad negroes of full age and worth 
about $200, were allowed to vote, and 
It caused a great deal of confusion. In 
those days the English style of election 
was followed and after the polls opened 
they remained open from day to day 
until all the electors 
were polled. 


Sometimes the election lasted a day 
and sometimes a week. In 1789 at an 
election the polls were kept open three 
or four weeks. 


The loose wording of the constitution 


in allowing "all Inhabitants" to vote 
created confusion, and 
diversity

practice prevailed In different parts of! 
the state. In some parts the women !

•houses; some of the Italian newspapers 
are regularly publishing tho informa 
tion contained In the bulletin. 
The
